Dry Haaw Hate Baeit I£em<n«l iutd Be- 


bullal Kvidence lulro<luc»d. 


Chicago, Oct. 7.—Tbe testimony in 


the Lftutgert trial was more interesting 
to the general public than U has been 
at any time for the last two weeks. 


The dry, technical evidence of the 


experts gave way to impeachment evi- 
dence offered by the state against the 
witnesses for the 
defense 
who had 


stated on the stand that Mrs. Luetgert 
had been seen in the vicinity of Ke- 
cosha, Wis., within a few days after 
the murder is said to have been com- 
mitted. Several of those who claimed 
to have seen the woman around Keno- 
sha fared badly at the hands of their 
neighbors, and witness Scboley, the 
principal witness for the defense on 
the Kenosha story, bad bis character 
torn to shreds. 


One of bis neighbors who testified 


against him said be did not know what 
was meant by Scholey's "veracity," but 
made himself clear in the next breath 
by adding, "I do know, though, that 
Scholey is no good." 


Evidence was introduced to show 


that Luetgert bad not put any grease 
or chipped bone into his vats for mak- 
ing soap on the night of May 1, as his 
business partner, William Charles, had 
testified, as it had all been carted away 
on the morning before. 


It was also shown that Luetgert had 


no occasion to make soap, for when the 
factory was seized by a deputy sheriff 
several days after tbe murder is said 
to have been committed a great many 
barrels of soap belonging to him were 
found in the basement of the factory. 


One of the strongest features in the 


rebuttal evidence offered in the trial 
was tbe evidence of Adam Brinker, a 
teamster for a soap factory. U was in 
reference to tallow, grease anil chipped 
bone which George Eland said he de- 
livered at the factory on May 1, aad 
which William Charles testified was 
procured as some ot the ingredients of 
sof c soap which was to be made tor the 
purpose of thoroughly cleaning up the 
big sausage factory preliminary to its 
prospective sale to an English syndi- 
cate. Brinker said he hauled all the 
tallow—66 pounds— and 150 pounds of 
bone away from the factory May 1. He 
explained tbat it was his duty to do 
this once each week, usually the last 
day of the week. He conveyed th« ma- 
terial to a soap-makiug firm by which 
he was employed.

They h*ve m.ide it a rule to inter- 


marry and have defied the doctrine of 
the scientists who have forbidden the 
marriage of relatives on the ground that 
it debilitates a race.

"The njx-ols an.- tuadr from 
white bircii Umber, and they are pro- 
duced by the million in Oxford county 
Thutt are many uth'er pan** uf westc-rn 
M&iat, aJao, where the inrtunry is im- 
portant. There aro nanurous sawmills 
in that port of the state which are kepi 
busy all tins year round Kiwiug wlme 
birch logs into strip* 4 feet long ami 
from 1 to 3 inches wide and of the saiu. 


ikne&i These strips are sent to the 


sr»wl far-rari<j<, —here they arc quicklj 
worked Into spools by the most ingen- 
ious labor caving machinery. 


"The strips of whit* birch are frtl in- 


to one machine, and they are not touch- 
ed, in fact, are hardly seen again, nutil 
the spools, all finished for market ex- 
cept polishing, drop ont by the buhliel 
from another uiaobiue sc-veial rods away 
from where the strips started in. Tho 
spools get their gloss by being rapidly 
revolved in barrels ranted by machin- 
ery, the poluh resulting from the cou- 
tact of the spool), in tho barrel. 


In the backwoods villages of Ox- 


ford comity one sees scarcely any other 
industry bnt gpoolnuxking, and every 
person in tbe neighborhood is in some 
way interested in the btuineas. The fac- 
tories have been eating into the Maine 
birch forests for years, but there still 
seems to be-enough of the timber left to 
feed the machinery for many years to 
some. Hundreds of thousands of feet of 
.ogs are cut and sawed into spool tim- 
ber annually. 


"Shoe peg factories are also an im- 


x>rtaat branch of business once pecul- 
iar to Maine, although it has of late 


followed to some extent in other 


•astern states and is spreading to the 
hard wood forests of northern Punnsyl- 
•aiiia. Maple is used largely in tho 
manufacture of shoe pegs, although 
white birch is used si home factories. 
Shoe pegs are sold by tlw bushel and 
ire worth all the way from 75 cents to 
il a bushel, according to quality. More 
than 9150,000 was received by Maine 
shoe peg factories last year for goods. 


"A carious and profitable business 


has grown up in the Maine woods near 
ho sawmills in the utilizing of the im- 
mense quantities of sawdust by compres- 
sion. Thousands of tons of this wasto 
material are bought for a mere nothing 
and are pressed into compact blocks and 
"Dales, and in this form is finding a 
ready market for kindling and fuel iu 
eastern cities."—Washington Star.

Neither is It uncom- 
mon for head brakemen to assist, fire- 
men in breaking coal and shoveling 
It Into the firebox.

the rajs of the new electric swuvhlight 
which brightoued the roof about him 
and made it easy for the guards on the 
prison walla to wu him in case ho made 
the attempt From 8 o'clock in the 
evening until 4 o'clock the next mom 
ing Myers tat upon the roof, in the 
ihadow of a large ventilator, awaiting 


that would direct the rays 


of tto searchlight in another direction 
long enough for him to reach the walla, 
bat the light was swung around for a 
moment only, at short intervals, and 
returned to the point which lighted the 
prisoner's path to freedom. 


Myers, who is about 55 years old, 


was sentenced from Union county in the 
fall of 1894 to seven years for burglary. 
He has been what the nflfcuda call a 
good prisoner and one of the last they 
would have suspected of making an at- 
tempt to get away. But, according to 
the story he told, he had been making 
plans for a long time. Securing a table 
knife from the cookhoune, he had fash- 
ioned a sort of chisel to remove bricks 
and mortar from the ceiling of his cell. 
The handle of his chisel was made of a 
piece of broom handle. The bricks and 
other rubbish be placed lit his bed and 
covered up so as to make it appear that 
he was in bed. He stole a loaf of bread, 
and. wetting it, molded it into the shape 
of a man's bead. Tissue paper was past- 
ed on to represent a man's face, and eye- 
brows were painted with soot secured 
from the gas jet. This dummy deceived 
the deputy who makes the rounds of the 
wing at intervals. 


With a sharp shoe knife stolen from 


one of the shops Myers fashioned from 
his grayish blue blanket a pair of trou- 
sers and a cap, and by some means he 
had bleached the stripes from his prison 
shirt. From a part of his bedding and 
a piece of carpet he made a rope about 
20 feet long with which to let himself 
down from the wall. Myers told Keeper 
Moore that be began to dig hie way to 
liberty several days back. On the even- 
ing of his attempted escape he got into 
the attic, and with a saw made from a 
mife cut through the tin roof and one 
of the joists. The hole he made in the 
wall of his cell was 8 by 16 inches in 
size, and through this be squeezed him- 
self into the attic. When be reached 
the roof, he found himself in front of 
die ventilator, and here he sat shiver- 
ing in the cold through the night, wait- 
ing for the chance that did not coma 


In the morning Myers turned out for 


xreakfast and later went into the yard 
» exercise. At noon, when most of the 
deputies are at dinner and the prisoners 
are locked in their cells, Myers went 
through the hole to the roof and made 
;he bold attempt to do at midday what 
» had failed to do at night. He had 
dressed in his 'blanket suit, and with 
bis rope in a bundle boldly walked 
across the roof, hoping he might be 
mistaken for one of the tinsmiths who 
were repairing the roof of another wing. 
John H. Medcraft, one of the guards, 
;h>nfring all was not right, sent word 
to Keeper Moore that there was a 
strange man on the roof, and an alarm 
was sounded. Myers had lowered him- 
self from the main building to the roof 
of a portico at the main entrance and 
was fastening his rope there when 
Deputy Jacob Reinhardt thrust a re- 
volver through the grating of a window 
and commanded him to surrender, 
tfyers, who was but 14 feet from the 
pxrand, gave up at once. When taken 
tatore Keeper Moore, the keeper said to 
link, "This is a nice thing yon have 
dcsce, ise't it?" 


"Yes," replied Myers. "It's your 


place to keep me, and it's my place to 
jet away if I can."—New York Sun.

It 8tu»t* Tw«H7-*e*cn Feet Bleb and 


OTenhadowi the Home Next Door. 
Oue of the highest spite fences ever 


erected has just been built in Bloom- 
field, N. J., by Mrs. Charles Herold be- 
tween her property and that of Mrs. 
William Frank, on upper Broad street 
Some time ago Mrs. Frank had a store 
Building put up, the front of which 
came to the sidewalk line and shut off 


view from the Herold residence. 


The store and upper floor were lately 
occupied by Frank Koppermau, a gro- 
cer. The fence is 37 feet high and 45 
'eet long. It is about three feet from 
the Frank bouse on the front, and a 
space of about 13 inches intervenes on 
he rear. It is painted black on the 
frank side. The result has been to en- 
irely close off the view on the north 
side of the Frank house and to darken 
he rooms. The spite fence is all on the 
lerold property, bnt clo&e to the di- 
vision fence. 


On the inside of the fence, to the 


rear, long sticks have been nailed to 
he high posts, so that they come direct- 
y over the division fence.

^-of the bliuds on the Frank house.

and needing the care of the hospital 
shall be refused admission to it on 
account of poverty or religious opln- 
ons, but all persons who shall be 
able to pay for the whole or a part of 
the expense of their care, shall be re 
quired to do so. 


It is desirable to procure a build 


ng of moderate proportions and 
Itted up to meet present needi, en 
arglng as the necessities ot the work 
may demand and funds contributed 
for this purpose will allow.
